LAWS   OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 

Passat  at  the  Fbst  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress. 


[PUBLIC— NO.  148.] 
[Continued.] 

On  brown  or  Muscovado  sugar  not  above  num- 
ber twelve  Dutch  standard  in  color,  produced  from 
the  t.ug.ir  can*  and  not  I  mm  sorghum,  or  imphce, 
other  than  those  produced  by  the  refiner,  a  duly 
ot  two  cents  per  pound. 

On  all  clarified  or  refined  sugars  abovo  num 
bcr  twelve  and  not  above  number  eighteen 
Dutch  standard  in  color,  produced  directly 
Iron  the  sugar  c:ine  anu  not  from  sorghum  or 
iruphec,  a  duty  of  two  and  one-half  cents  per 
pound. 

On  all  clarified  or  refined  sugars  above  num- 
ber eighteen  Dutch  standard  in  color,  produced 
directly  trom  the  sugar  cane  and  not  from  sorghum 
or  iraphec,  a  duty  of  three  and  one-half  cents  per 
pound. 

On  the  gross  amount  of  the  sales  of  sugar  re- 
finers, including  all  tko  products  of  their  manu- 
factories or  refineries,  a  duty  of  two  and  a  ball 
of  one  per  centum  ad  valorem:  Provided.  That 
every  person  shall  be' regarded  as  a  sugar  refiner, 
aud  pny  the  duties  levied  by  law,  whose  business 
it  is  to  advance  tho  quality  and  value  of  sugai 
upon  which  a  duty  has  been  aat-csscd  and  paid 
by  melting  and  recrystalizai ion ,  or  by  liquoring, 
cl. lying  or  other  washing  process,  or  by  any 
other  chemical  or  mechanical  means,  or  wao  shall 
advance  'be  quality  or  value  ol  ui  lapses,  con 
•  entrated  molasses  or  mclado,  upon  which  a  duty 
has  been  assess. d  und  paid,  by  boiling  or  other 
process. 

On  augur  candy  aud  all  confectionery  made 
wholly  or  in  part  of  sugar,  valued  at  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  cents  per  pound,  a  duty  of  two  cents 
per  pound  :  exceeding  twenty  and  not  exceeding 
forty  cents  per  pound,  a  duty  of  four  cents  per 
pound:  when  exceeding  forty  cents  per  pound, 
or  sold  by  the  box,  package,  or  otherwise 
than  by  the  pound,  a  duty  of  ten  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

On  chocolate  and  coca  prepared,  a  duty  of  one 
and  a  half  cent  per  pound. 

On  saleratus  and  bicarbonate  of  soda,  a  duty 
of  five  mills  per  pound. 

On  starch  made  of  potatoes,  a  duty  of  two 
mills  per  pound ;  made  of  corn  or  wheat,  a 
duty  ot  three  mills  per  pound;  mado  of  rice 
or 'any  other  material,  a  duty  of  one  cent  per 
pound. 

On  gunpowder,  andv  all  cxpolsivo  substances 
used  for  mining,  blasting,  artillery,  or  sporting 
purposes,  when  valued  at  twenty-eight  cents  per 
pound  or  less,  a  duty  of  one  per  cent  per  pound  ; 
when  valued  at  above  twenty  eight  cents  per  pound 
and  not  exceeding  thirty-eight  cents  per  pound, 
a  duty  of  one  and  a  half  cent  per  pound  ;  and 
when  valued  above  thirty  eight  cents  per  pound, 
a  duty  of  oight  cents  per  pound. 

On  white  lead,  a  duty  ot  thirty  five  cents  per 
one  hundred  pounds. 

On  oxide  of  zinc,  a  duty  of  thirty -fivo  cents  per 
one  hundred  pounds. 

On  sulphate  of  bary  tcs,  a  duty  of  twelve  cents 
per  ono  hundred  pounds:  Provided,  That  white 
lead,  oxide  of  zinc,  and  sulphate  ot  barytcs, 
paints  and  painters'  colors,  or  any  one  of  them, 
shall  not  he  subject  to  any  additional  duty  in 
consequence  of  being  mixed  or  ground  with  lin- 
seed oil,  when  the  duties  upon  all  tho  materials 
so  mixed  or  ground  shall  havo  been  previously 
paid. 

On  all  paints  and  painters'  colors,  dry  or 
ground  in  oil,  or  in  paste  with  water,  not  other- 
wise provided  lor,  a  duty  of  fivo  per  centum  ad 
valorem .  m 

On  varnish  or  Japan,  uiado  wholly  or  in  part 
of  gum  copal,  or  other  gums  or  substances,  a  duty 
of  five  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  gluo  and  gelanlino  of  all  descrip- 
tions, in  tho  solid  state,  a  duty  of  one  cunt  per 
pound. 

'  On  gluo  and  ceuieut,  made  wholly  or  in  part  of 
glue,  to  be  sold  in  the  liquid  state,  a  duty  of  for- 
ty cents  per  gallon. 

On  pins,  solid  head  or  other,  a  duty  of  five  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 

On  screws,  commonly  coiled  wood  screws,  a 
duty  of  ten  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  clocks  and  timepieces,  and  on  clock  move- 
ments, when  sold  wituoui  being  cased,  a  duty  of 
five  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  umbrellas  and  par.isols  made  of  cotton  or 
silk,  or  other  material,  a  duty  of  five  per  centum 
ad  valorem. 

On  gold  leaf,  eighteen  cents  per  pack,  con- 
taining not  more  than  twenty  books  of  tweuty- 
fivo  leaves  each. 

On  gold  loil,  two  dollars  per  ounco  troy 
weight. 

On  paper  of  all  descriptions,  including  paste- 
board, binders'  board,  tend  tarred  paper  for  roofing 
or  other  purposes,  a  duty  of  three  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

On  soap,  castile.  palm  oil,  erasive,  and  soap  of 
all  other  descriptions,  white  or  colored,  except 
softsoap  and  soap  otherwise  provided  for,  valued 
at  not  above  five  cents  per  pound,  a  duty  of  two 
mills  per  pound;  valued  at  above  five  cents  per 
pound  of  duty  of  one  cent  per  pound. 

On  soap,  fancy,  scented,  honey,  cream,  trans- 
parent, and  all  descriptions  of  toilet  and  shav  ing 
soap,  a  duty  of  five  conts  por  pound. 

On  softsoap,  a  duty  of  five  per  centum  nd  va- 
lorom. 

On  all  uncompounded  chemical  productions,  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  a  duty  of  five  per  centum 
ad  valorem. 

On  essential  oils,  of  all  descriptions,  a  duty  of 
fivo  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  pickles,  preserved  fruits,  preserved  vegeta- 
bles, preserved  mea's,  fish,  and  shellfish  in  cans, 
kegs,  or  air-tight  packages ,  a  duty  of  five  per 
centum  nd  valorem. 

On  bill  heads,  printed,  printed  cards  and  print- 
ed circulars,  a  duty  of  five  per  centum  nd  valo- 
rem. 

On  all  printed  books,  magazines,  pamphlots, 
reviews,  and  all  other  similai  printed  publica- 
tions, except  newspapers,  a  duty  ot  five  per  ccn- 
Jtum  ad  v.ilorem. 

On  productions  of  i-tereotypers,  lithographers, 
and  ongravers,  a  duty  of  fivo  per  centum  ad  va- 
lorem. 

On  photographs  or  any  other  sun  picture,  be- 
ing copies  o!  engravings  or  Works  of  art,  or  used 
for  the  illustration  of  books,  and  on  phot. 'graphs 
so  small  in  si/u  that  stamps  cannot  be  affixed,  a 
duty  of  five  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  all  repairs  of  engines,  cars,  carriages,  or 
other  articles,  when  such  repairs  increase  the  val- 
uo  ot  the  articles  so  repaired,  ten  per  centum  or 
over,  a  duty  of  three  per  centum  ou  such  increas- 
ed value:  Provided,  That  on  such  repairs  made 
upon  ships,  steamboats,  or  other  vessels,  a  duty 
of  two  per  centum  only  on  the  increased  value 
shall  be  assessed. 

On  the  hulls,  as  launched,  of  all  ships,  barques, 
brigs,  schooners,  sloops,  sailboats,  steamboats, 
canal  boats,  and  all  other  vessels  or  water  craft, 
( not  including  engines  or  rigging,)  hereafter  built, 
made,  constructed,  or  fiuished,  a  duty  of  two  per 
centum  ad  valorem. 

On  fclate,  frees  to  no,  sandstone,  marble  and 
building  stone  of  any  other  description,  when 
dressed,  hewn,  or  finished,  a  duty  pf  three  per 
centum  ail  valorem  :  I'rucided,  Tout  the  cost  for 
the  erection,  fitting,  adjusting.  iHt  setting  build- 
ing stone  of  any  description,  shall  not  be  inclu- 
ded in  the  assessment  of  any  duty  thereon. 

On  marble,  aud  other  monumental  stones, 
with  or  without  inscriptions,  five  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

On  limo  and  Roman  water  cement,  a  duty  of 
three  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  brick,  draining  tiles,  and  eartfcern  and 
stone  water  pipes,  a  duty  of  three  per  cenaimad 
valorem. 

On  masts,  spars,  and  ship  or  vessel  blocks, 
whether  made  to  order  or  for  sale,  a  duty  of  two 
por  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  all  furniture,  or  otherurticles  made  of  wood, 


sold  in  the  rough  or  unfinished,  a  duty  of  five 
per  centum  ad  valorem:  Provided,  Thatall  furn- 
iture, or  other  articles  made  of  wood,  previously 
assessed,  and  a  duty  paid  thereon,  shall  be  assess- 
ed a  duty  of  five  per  centum  ad  valorem  upon 
the  increased  value  only  thereof  when  sold  in  a 
finished  condition. 

On  salt,  a  duty  of  six  cents  per  one  hundred 
pounds. 

On  sails,  tents,  shades,  awnings,  and  bags, 
made  of  cotton,  flax,  or  he  in  p.  or  part  of  either 
or  other  material,  five  per  centum  nd  valorem: 
Provided,  That  when  the  material  from  which 
any  of  the  foregoing  nrticles  are  made  was  im- 
ported, or  has  been  subject  to  and  paid  a  duty, 
and  the  same  is  made  oy  sewing,  a  duty  shall 
be  assessed  only  on  the  increased  value  thereof. 

On  artificial  mineral  waters,  soda  waters,  sarsa- 
parilla,  water,  and  all  beverages  used  for  like 
purposes  sold  in  b  >ttlcs,  or  from  fountains, 
or  otherwise,  and  not  otherwise  provided  for,  a 
duty  of  five  per  centum  nd  valorem. 

On  mineral  ur  mediciual  water,  or  waters  frour 
springs  impregnated  with  minerals,  a  duty  ef 
one  half  cent  for  each  buttle  containing  not  more 
than  one  pint;  when  containing  uwro  than  one 
pint  and  not  more  than  one  quart,  ono  cent; 
when  containing  more  than  one  quart,  for  each 
additional  quart  or  traclional  part  thereof,  on. 
cent. 

On  pig  iron,  a  duty  of  two  uollars  per  ton. 

On  blooms,  slabs,  or  loops,  when  made  in  for- 
ges or  bloomerics,  diiectly  from  the  ore,  a  duty  of 
three  dollars  per  ton. 

On  railroad  iron,  a  duty  of  three  dollars  per 
ton. 

On  railroad  iron,  rerolled,  a  duty  of  two  doU 
lars  per  ton:  Provided,  That  iho  term  rerolled 
shall  apply  only  to  rails  for  which  the  inanufac 
turer  receives  ;>ny  for  remanufacturing,  and  not 
for  new  iron. 

On  all  iron  advanced  beyond  blooms,  slab.*, 
or  loops,  and  not  advanced  beyond  bars,  and 
band,  hoop,  aud  sheet  iron,  not  thinner  than 
number  eighteen  wire  gauge,  and  plate  iron  not 
less  than  one-eighth  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  a 
duty  of  three  dollars  per  ton:  Provided,  That  a 
ton  shall  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  act,  bo 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  two  thousand  pounds. 

On  band,  hoop,  and  sheet  iron,  thinner  than 
number  cighteeu  wiro  gtugc,  plate  iron  less  than 
one-eighth  of  nn  inch  in  thickness,  and  cut 
nails  and  spikes,  not  including  nails,  tacks, 
brads,  or  finishing  nails,  usually  put  up  and  iOW 
in  papers,  whether  in  papers  or  otherwise,  nor 
horse-shoo  nails  wruughtby  muchincry ,  a  duty  of 
five  dollars  per  ton :  Prodded,  That  bars,  rods, 
axe-polls,  bands,  hoops,  sbeots,  plates,  nails, 
and  spikes,  not  iucludtng  such  as  are  usually  put 
up  in  papers,  nor  horseshoe  nails  wrought  by 
machinery,  as  before  mentioned,  manufactured 
from  Iron  upon  which  tho  duty  of  three  dollars 
has  been  levied  and  paid,  >h:ill  be  subject  only  to 
a  duty  of  two  dollars  per  ton  in  addition  the.*oto, 
anything  in  this  act  to  the  contrar.v  notwith- 
standing. 

On  iron  casting  used  Cor  bridges  or  other  per- 
manent structures,  a  duty  of  three  dollars  per 
ton. 

On  stove.1,  and  hollow  warean.l  castings  of  iion 
exceeding  ton  pounds  in  weight  for  8Mb  M  king, 
not  otherwise  provided  for.  a  duty  of  three  dollar.-' 
per  ton . 

On  rivets  exceeding  one-fourth  of  an  in#h  in 
diameter,  nuts  and  washers  not  less  than  two 
ounces  each  in, weight,  anil  bolts  exceeding  livo- 
sixtecntbs  of  one  inch  in  diameter,  a  duty  of 
five  dollars  per  ton:  Provided,  That  when  a  duty 
upon  the  iron  from  which  rivets,  nuts,  w  ashers,  and 
bolts,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  been  made,  hnspaid 
a  duty  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  per  ton,  a  duty 
only,  in  addition  thereto,  shall  be  paid  of  two 
dollars  per  ton:  Provided,  further.  That  castings 
of  iron,  and  iron  of  all  descriptions  advanced 
beyond  pig  iron,  blooms,  slabs,  "or  loops,  upon 
which  no  duty  has  been  assessed  or  paid  in  the 
form  of  pig  iron,  blooms,  slabs,  or  loops,  shall 
be  assessed  and  pay,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing 
rates  of  iron  so  ndvanccd,  a  duty  of  three  dollars 
per  ton. 

On  steel,  in  ingots,  bars,  sheets,  or  wire,  not 
les-  than  one-fourth  of  an  inch  in  thickness,  val- 
ued at  seven  cents  per  pound  or  less,  n  duty  of 
five  dollars  per  ton;  valued  at  above  seven  cents 
per  pound,  and  not  above  eleven  cents  por  p  .und, 
a  duty  of  ten  dollars  per  ton:  valued  at  above 
eleven  cents,  a  duty  of  twelve  doll  ars  and  fitly 
cents  per  ton:  Provided,  That  steel  rolled,  and 
sheet,  rod,  or  wire  made  of  steel  upon  which  a 
duty  has  been  assessed  and  paid,  shall  be  assessed 
and  pay  a  duty  of  five  per  centum  ad  valorem 
upon  the  InOroaood  value  only  thereof. 

On  steam  engines,  including  locomotive  and 
marine  engines,  a  duty  of  three  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

On  quicksilver  produced  from  the  ore,  a  duly 
of  two  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  copper  and  lead  ingots,  pigs  or  bars,  and 
spolter  and  brass,  a  duty  of  three  per  centum  ad 
valorem. 

On  rolled  brass,  copper  rolled,  yellow  sheathing 
metal  in  rods  or  sheets,  and  shot,  sheet  lead,  and 
lead  pipes ,  a  duty  of  three  per  centum  ad  valorem: 
Provided,  That  when  any  of  the  articles  herein 
mentioned  shall  not  have  been  ■iSOSSod  and  a 
duty  paid  thereon  of  three  per  centum,  in  the 
form  of  ingots,  pigs,  or  bars;  a  duty  of  five  per 
centum  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  thereon.

The  Conspiracy. — Rend  nnd  Rpilict. 

Mr.  Seward  was  at  home  recently,  at  Au- 
burn, New  York,  when  hid  old  friends  .and 
neighbors  called  upon  him  for  a  speech. 
In  that  speech  he  makes  the  following 
points,  in  reference  to  the  conspiracy  between 
the  traitors  in  arms  and  the  anti-Union 
leaders  of  the  Chicago  Convention.  No  one 
can  read  the  facts  presented  by  Mr.  Seward, 
and  which  are  known  to  be  all  truths,  and 
not  feel  in  his  soul  there  can  not  be  a  doubt 
that  there  was  a  mutual  understanding  and 
a  cordial  cooperation  between  Jeff.  Davis 
and  his  brother  traitors  and  ,the  Woods, 
Vallandigham,  Wickliffe,  Powell,  and  their 
friends.  Clay,  Holcombe,  Sanders,  Thomp- 
son, &  Co.,  stated  that  they  were  in  the 
"confidential  employment"  of  the  traitor 
authorities.  Benjamin  also  says  they  were; 
but  not  on  a  mission  to  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. Then,  what  was  the  nature  of 
their  "employment?"  Clearly  it  was  to  con- 
fer with  the  anti-Union  Democracy;  and 
thev  came  to  the  border  line  in  Canada,  and 
were  there  for  three  or  four  weeks  in  confer- 
ence and  correspondence  with  the  anti-Union 
leaders.  The  fruit  of  their  "employment" 
is  given  to  the  world  in  the  Chicago  anti- 
Union  platform  and  in  the  nomination  of 
McClellan  and  Pendleton.  But  to  the  ex- 
tract from  Mr.  Seward's  speech.  Read  it, 
every  body  : 

I  shall  now  go  further  and  prove  to  you 
that  they  not  only  have  a  common  policy, 
and  a  common  way  of  defending  it,  but  they 
haveeven  adopted  that  policy  in  concert  with 
each  other.  You  know  that  when  the  Chi- 
cago Convention  was  approaching  in  July 
last,  Geo.  N.  Sanders,  Clement  C.  Clay  and 
J.  P.  Holcomb,  appeared  at  the  Clifton 
House,  on  the  Canada  bank  of  the  Niagara 
river,  fully  invested  with  the  confidence  and 
acquainted  with  the  purpose  of  JetT.  Davis 
and  his  Confederates  at  Richmond.  You 
know,  also,  that  Chicago  Democrats  resort- 
ed there  in  considerable  numbers  to  confer 
witli  these  emissaries  of  Jeff.  Davis. 

Here  is  the  fruit  of  that  conference,  ami 
no  one  can  deny  the  authenticity  of  my  evi- 
dence. It  is  extracted  from  the  London 
Times,  the  common  organ  of  all  the  ene 
mies  of  the  United  States.  The  New  York 
correspondent  of  the  London  Times,  writing 
from  Niagara  Falls,  under  dale  of  August 
S,  gays : 

"Clifton  House  has  become  a  center  of 
negotiation*  between  the  Northern  friends  of 
peace  and  Southern  agents,  which  propose 
a  withdrawal  of  differences  Irom  the  arbitra- 
ment of  the  sword." 

The  correspondent  then  goes  on  to  explain 
lhat  an  effort  is  to  be  made  to  nominate  a 
candidate  for  the  Presidency,  on  a  platform 
ot  an  armistice  and  a  convention  of  States, 
and  to  thwart  by  all  possible  means  the  ef- 
forts of  Mr.  Lincoln  tor  re  election. 

Mark  now,  that  on  the  8th  of  August, 
1864,  Northern  Democrats  and  Richmond 
agents  agreed  upon  three  things  to  be  done 
at  Chicago,  namely : 

First.  A  withdrawal  of  the  differences 
between  ihe  Government  and  the  insurgents, 
from  the  arbitrament  of  the  sword. 

Second.  A  nomination  for  President  of 
^tbe  V/nited  States  on  a  platform  of  an  nrmis 
"tice,  and  ultimately  a  convention  of  those 
States. 

Third.  To  thwart  by  all  possible  means 
the  re  election  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Such  a  conference,  here  in  a  neutral  coun- 
try between  professedly  loyal  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  the  agents  of  the  Rich1 
mond  traitors  in  arms,  has  a  very  suspicious 
look.  But  1st  that  pass.  Political  elections 
must  be  free,  and  therefore  they  justly  ex- 
cuse many  extravagances.  We  have  now 
seen  what  the  agents  of  Pouipey  and  Caesar 
agreed  at  Niagara  that  Pompey  should  do 
at  Chicago.  Here  is  what  lie  Actually 
did: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  does  ex- 
plicitly declare,  as  the  sense  of  the  Ameri- 
can people,  that,  after  four  years  or  failure 
to  restore  the  Union  by  the  experiment  of 
war,  during  which,  under  the  pretense  of  a 
military  necessity  of  war  power  higher  than 
the  Constitution,  the  Constitution  itself  has 
been  disregarded  in  every  part,  and  the 
public  liberty  and  private  right  alike  trod- 
den down,  and  the  material  prosperity  of 
the  country  essentially  impaired,  justice,"liii- 
manity,  liberty,  and  the  public  welfare  de- 
mand that  immediate  efforts  be  made  for  a 
cessation  of  hostilities,  with  a  view  to  an 
ultimate  Convention  of  all  the  States,  or 
other  peaceable  means,  to  the  end  that  at 
the  earliest  practicable  moment  peace  may 
be  restored  on  the  basis  of  the  Federal  Union 
of  the  States. 

The  Democracy  at  Chicago  did  there  just 
what  had  been  agreed  upon  by  the  Rich- 
mond agents  at  Niagara.  Namely,  thev 
pronounced  for  an  abandonment  of  the  mil- 
itary defence  of  the  Union  against  the  in- 
surgents, with  a  view  to  an  ultimate  Na- 
tional Convention,  and  the  defeat  of  the 
election  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

That  is  to  say,  they  proposed  to  eject 
Abraham  Lincoln  from  the  Presidential 
chair  at  Washington  on  the  4th  of  March 
next,  and  at  the  same  time  leave  the  usur- 
per Davis  unassailed,  secure  and  unmolested 
in  his  seat  at  Richmond,  with  a  view  to  an 
ultimate  convention  of  States,  which  that 
usurper's  Constitution  will  allow  no  one  of 
the  insurgent  States  to  enter.  What  now, 
if  there  be  no  convention  at  all,  or  if  the 
convention  fail  to  agree  on  a  submission  to 
the  Federal  authority?  Jefferson  Davis 
then  remains  in  authority ,  his  confederacy 
established  and  the  Union  with  all  its  glo- 
ries is  gone  forever.  Nay  more,  if  such  a 
thing  could  happen  as  that,  the  Chicago 
candidate,  nominated  upon  such  an  aoree 
meat  should  be  elected  President  of"  the 
United  States  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  No 
vember  next,  who  can  vouch  for  the  safety 
or  the  country  against  the  rebels  during  the 
interval  which  must  elapse  before  the  new 
administration  can  constitutionally  come 
into  power?  It  seems  to  me  that  "such  an 
election  would  attend  equally  to  demoralize 
the  Union  and  to  invite  the  insurgents  to 
renew  their  efforts  for  its  destruction. 

It  remains  for  me  now  only  to  give  you 
the  proof,  that  although  the  "way  in  which 
the  Chicago  Democracy  did  what  had  been 
agreed  upon  in  their  behalf  at  Niagara,  was 
not  altogether  satisfactory,  vet  what  they 
actually  did,  was  accepted  as  "a  full  execution 
of  the  previous  compact.  Mr.  Seward  here 
read  the  following  intercepted  dispatch  from 
George  Sanders :

To  Hon    Weir,  Halifax:    Platform  and 
Presidential  nominee  unsatisfactory.  Vice- 


President  and  speeches  satisfactory.  Tell 
Philmorc  not  to  oppose 

GEO.  N.  SANDERS. 
D.  Wicr  is  a  Richmond  accomplice  at 
Halifax,  and  Philmorc  i.--  understood  to  be 
the  conductor  of  the  insurgent  organ  in  Lon- 
don. 

Here,  then,  we  have  a  nomination  and  a 
platform  which  were  made  by  treaty  formal- 
ly contracted  between  the  Democratic  traitors 
at  Richmond  and  the  Democratic  opposition 
at  Chicago,  signed,  sealed,  attested  and  de- 
livered in  the  presence  of  the  London  T'mea, 
and  already  ratified  at  Richmond.  ["By 
Heaven  vou've  got  them."]  Got  them,  to  be 
sure  you've  got  them,  my  friends.  They  say 
I  am  always  too  sanguine  of  the  success  of 
national  candidates  and  of  the  national  arms. 
But  it  seems  to  me  that  the  veriest  croaker 
in  all  our  loyal  camp  will  take  new  courage, 
and  become  heroic  when  he  6ees  that  the 
last  hope  of  the  rebellion  bangs  upon  the 
ratification  of  this  abominable  and  detestable 
compact  by  the  American  people. 

Yes,  yoii  have  got  them  :  but  how  did  you 
get  them  ?  Not  by  any  skill  or  art  of  the 
Administration,  or  even  through  the  sagaci- 
ty, or  activity  of  the  loyal  people,  but  through 
the  cunning" of  the  conspirators,  over  reach- 
ing iiself,  and  thus  working  out  their  own 
defeat  and  confusion.  They  do  say  that  the 
Father  of  evil  always  indulges  his  chosen 
disciples  with  such  an  excess  of  subtlety  as 
to  render  their  ultimate  ruin  and  punishment 
inevitable. 

And  what  a  time  is  this  to  proclaim  such 
a  policy,  conceived  in  treachery  and  brought 
forth  with  shameless  effrontery.  A  cessation 
of  hostilities  on  the  heel  of  decisive  naval 
and  land  battles,  at  the  very  moment  lhat 
the  rebellion  without  a  single  fort  in  its  pos 
session  on  the  ocean  or  on  either  of  the  great 
rivers  or  lakes,  is  crumbling  to  the  earth, 
and  at  the  same  time,  a  dozen  new  ships  of 
war,  are  going  to  complete  the  investment 
by  sea,  and  three  hundred  thousand  volun- 
teers are  rushing  to  the  lines,  to  complete 
the  work  of  restoration  and  pacification.

"The  Yankee  President  has  no  more  now 
er  to  put  the  Yankee  States  into  conven- 
tion with  ours  than  President  Davis  has  to 
put  us  in  convention  with  them.  It  is  won- 
derful, in  the  meantime,  that  intelligent 
men  like  Vallandigham  and  Fernando 
Wood — who  must  be  lully  acquainted  with 
the  Southern  doctrine  ot  Slate  rights,  and 
must  know  that  all  this  blood  has  been  shed 
in  their  defense — should  think  it  possible  to 
get  us  into  such  a  convention,  or  to  restore 
the  Union  by  means  of  it.  What  we  want, 
first  of  all,  is  entire  and  separate  indepen- 
dence.

Important  Letter  from  Gen.  Grant. 

It  has  been  recently  stated  in  the  papers 
thnt  Gen.  Grant  had  written  a  political  let- 
ter.

It  is  dated  at 
Headquarters,  City  Point,  August  16,  1864, 
and  addressed  to  Hon.  E.  B  Washburne.  It 
is  as  follows: 

I  state  to  all  citizens  who  visit  me,  that  all 
we  want  to  insure  an  early  restoration  of  the 
Union  is,  determined  sentiment  in  the  North. 
The  rebels  have  now  in  their  ranks  their  last 
man. 

The  little  boys  and  old  men  are  guarding 
prisoners  and  railroad  bri  Iges,  and  forming 
a  good  part  of  their  garrisons  for  intrenched 
positions.  A  man  lost  by  them  can  not  be 
replaced.  They  have  robbed  cradle  and 
grave  equally  to  get  their  present  torcc.  Be- 
sides what  they  lose  in  frequent  skirmishes 
and  battles,  they  are  now  losing  from  deser 
lions  and  other  causes  at  least  one  regiment 
per  day.  With  this  drain  upon  them,  the 
end  is  not  far  distant,  if  we  are  only  true  to 
ourselves.  Their  only  hope  now  is  in  a  di- 
vided North.  This  might  give  them  rein 
forcemeats  from  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Ma- 
ryland and  Missouri,  while  it  would  weaken 

With  the  draft  quietly  enlorced,  would 
come  despondency,  and  they  would  make 
but  littie  resistance.  1  have  no  doubt  that 
many  are  anxious  to  hold  out  until  after  the 
Presidential  election.  They  have  many  hopes 
from  its  effects;  they  hope  the  election  of 
peace  candidates;  in  fact,  like  Micawber,  they 
hope  for  something  to  turn  up.  If  our  peace 
(riends  expect  peace  from  separation,  they 
are  much  mistaken,  it  would  but  be  the  be- 
ginning ol  war. 

Willi  thousands  of  Northern  men  joining 
the  South  because  of  our  disgrace  in  allow- 
ing separation  with  peace  on  any  terms,  the 
South  would  demand  the  restoration  of 
slaves;  indemnity  for  losses;  a  treaty  which 
would  make  the  North  a  slave-hunter  for  the 
South  ;  and  pay  for,  or  restore  every  slave 
escaping  to  the  North.

FRO.M  the  inception  of  the  rebellion,  the  gen- 
uine Union  sentiment  of  tho  State  of  Ken- 
tucky has  found  but  little  expression,  either  in 
tho  addresses  of  tho  prominent  politicians  or  in 
tho  pres3.  This  state  of  things,  at  all  times  a 
source  of  murmuring,  though  somewhat  allevia- 
ted by  the  partial  supply  of  loyal  journals  from 
other  States,  has  at  last  ripened  into  dissatisfac- 
tion and  a  positivo  demand  for  such  a  newspaper. 

Demanding  that  the  rebellion  shall  be  suppress- 
ed, wo  would  have  all  tho  means  necessary  to 
suppress  it  cheerfully  supplied.  Regarding  unity 
as  essential  to  speedy  success,  wc  would  enforce 
it  as  tho  duty  of  every  citizen  to  give  to  those 
who  administer  the  tloveruinent — whilst  the  war 
continues — sympathy  and  support.  Believing 
tho  rebellion  to  be  not  only  without  palliation 
or  excuse,  but  a  crime  wc  would  havo  it  taught 
that  thoso  who  have  inaugurated  and  prosccut- 
od  it  should  wholly  bear  tho  responsibility  of 
its  guilt.  Recognizing  the  rebellion  as  gigantic 
in  its  proportions ,  wo  woul  have  Ihc  difficulty  of 
grappling  with  it  fully  realized. 

In  so  wide  a  iicld  where  the  instruments  em- 
ployed must  bo  varied,  errors  of  judgment  arc 
unavoidable.  Wo  would  not  therefore,  judge 
harshly  of  tho  means  employed,  whilst  we  sec 
they  aro  suggested  by  a  sincere  desire  to  re-es- 
tablish tho  authority  of  the  Uovernmont.  In  a 
word,  wo  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  tho  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  the  Union 
by  all  the  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare. 
Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arms,  wo  de- 
sire to  alliliatc  with  those  truo  Union  men  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  Ihe  nation's 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  tho 
surest  means  of  securing  a  lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

Tho  rote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
occasion — ::nd  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far  in 
advance  of  their  press,  arc  to  us  the  surest  guar- 
anty— that  a  majority  arc  with  us.  The  object 
of  this  paper  is  to  give  organization  to  that  ma- 
jority, and  to  dovclope  into  political  action 
the  convictions  which,  in  their  hearts  the  people 
cherish.  Also,  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
facilities  at  command  to  furnish  its  patrons  with 
the  current  news,  and  to  devclopo  sumo  important 
features  of  a  Daily,  that  have  not  hitherto  receiv- 
ed from  the  press  here  tho  prominence  desirable 
in  a  mercantile  community.
